Canada’ Must Fight Gubgraphy 


Sir John A. Macdonald, the first Premier of the Dominion, used to say 


that Canad&was a difficult country to govern. ‘The truth of that observation 
iias become more and more apparent with the passing of the years. In Sir 
John’s day the greatest difficulty was found in reconciling the opposing view- 
points of the French and FB nglish speaking, Protestant and Roman Catholic 
elements in our population, although he also was confronted with the differ- 

ences existing in. the economic requirements ‘of Ontario and Quebee as com- 
pared withe the Maritimé Provinées. The West ‘versus East problem had 
not become acute prior to Sir John’s passing. 

Much of the bitterness in regard to racial and religious differences which 

“divided Canada ‘into two camps in the cighties and nineties has passed ‘away. 

Occasionally the dying embers are fanned by extreme partizans bankrupt 
of any solid basis for opposition to ‘their political opponents. but such tactics 
are frowned upon by the people of Canada generally. 

Sul while education and the cultivation of a spirit of charitableness has 
largely succeeded in banishing the old partizanship and bigotry of the past, 
lincs of division among the people of Canada are just as Sharply drawn as 
cver, only now the differences are. wholly economic, whereas formerly they 
were racial and religious, © While it istregrettable that there should be lines 
of division, they are much to be preferred to those which once existed and be- 
devilled public life and largely nullified every effort toward national develop- 
ment of the Dominion. 

In this very strenuous commercial age, and in a world still handicapped 
by the upheav@l of the Great W ar, Canada finds itself unable to ‘present a 
united front to the world w ith a strong and well defined natichal policy. On 
the contrary, there is a lack of anything worthy to be called a national policy, 
There.is an absence of deep national sentiment. Instead of the people be- 
ing united as Canadians first,Jast and all’the time; they are ‘divided into three 
‘ain gnoups—the far east or Maritime Province group, the central er indus- 
ivialigroup of Ontario and’ Quebec, and the Western agricultural group. To 
some® extent there is a fourih, or far avest group, British Columbia. Events 
are, however, rapidly shaping themselves*making the interesis of ihe Prairie 
Provinces and British Columbia ¢ommon interests. 

Not man, bué nature itself hag sel up the obstacles operating to divide 
Canada into these distinct groups. For half a century Canada has been 
‘ghting, nature; or geography, in anvalmest superhuman and certainly cour- 
igcous effort to build up a united people and nation on the northern half of 
this. continent. Canadian public mén, irrespective of party, or race, or re- 
ligion, and regardless of the fiscal or economic views held by them, have 
siiven to achieve this result... It, has. been their lifelong .dream, and the 
srdent desire of the majority of natiy éborn Canadians, / 

_@anadians havé poured out® money: like Water to develop the Dominion 
cast and west and bind it togetliér And into one unit from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Yet the desired result has not yet been achieved. Why? Be- 
cause with a mere handful of people Ganada has to fight geography all along 
the Tine. . Nature neyer intended that tlie entire traffic and business of this 
country should proceed along rigid east and west lines. - There is, first, the 
gap between the Maritime Provinces and the ecatres of Quebee and Ontario, 
it being easier and cheaper, tor the. central Provinces to‘do busines§ to the 
south, for trade, like the flowing water in a river, follows the lines of least 
resistance. Then comes the 1,000-mile’ barren stretch between North Bay 
and Winnipeg. ; “Finally, ihe Recky Mountains erect themselves between the 
Priiries and the Pacific Coast. 


In Canada it is a continuous fight against geography to build up a nation 
along east and west lines... Yet if Canada is to hemain a distinet national 
Vnit, hat fight must be persisted in, .Lbere-is no other alternative. rie 
c, the Dominion must break up into three or four separate groups, or become 
- merged into the republic to the south, or its people must get together, rome by 
promise their more acute differences, adopt a policy of give-and take, and 
with renewed Courage and energy continue the battle with the obstacles 
which natuté has set in our path to a strong, united nationhood.

Robert Forke Says There Is No More

In the West 

Emphatic denial to reports 
Western Canada largely favored “se- 
cession” Was made by Robt. Forke, 
M.P., leader of the Progressive party, 
in presenting the western viewpoint 
on the tariff and other matters of na- 
tional importance before the Young 
Men’s Club of the board of trade at 
Toronto, 

In declaring that Canadians were 
going to fight out their own problems 
as one family, Mr. Forke said: “I can 
assure you that there is no more 
patriotic section of this country than 
the west and that this talk of seces- 
sion has been unwarrantably magni 
fied, 

“I have no fault to firid with moder- 
ate protection for Canadian manufac- 
turers, but I would like to see the gov- 
ernment announce a definite policy 
regarding protection and stand by it, 
rather than have the. tariff subject to 
constant altgrations.” 

It yould e very difficult, said, Mr. 
Forke, to convince the western farm- 
er, who sold his produce and cattle, in 
the open markets of the world, that 
he stood to gain by protection.

Report of Alberta Gaols. 

Reports for 1924 covering the 
administration of the two provin- 
cial gaols show that there was a net 
decrease in the average daily popu- 
lation of the gaols over the previ- 
ous year. The Lethbridge gaol had 
adailp average population of 122, 
an increase of 11 over 1923. while 
the institution at Fort Saskatche- 
wan had an average daily populat- 
ion of 161 or a déérease of 22 over 
1923. The cost per capita for the 
yeat for the prisoners at Lethbridge 
was $177.63 which compares with 
a per capita yearly cost of $309.10 
in 1923. The per capita cost for the 
year at Fort Saskatchewan was

Greater in This New Country 
The Canadian Government immigra- 
tion agents come directly into contact 
with farm settlers Teturning to Can- 
ada from the United States and con- 
sequently receive much inside knowl: 
edge of conditions of the two countries 
as they relate to agriculture. “Whilé 
some returning settlers naturally. pre- 
fer to keep their-own council others 
are quite frank in discussing their ex- 
periences and the causes which have 
led them to return to Canada. One 
example out of several occurring re- 
cently is quoted hereunder: 
Twenty-one years ago Tony, Huls- 
kamp, of New Ulm, Minn., came to 
Canada, and after sth Foley 
Brothers, railway and general contrac- 
tors in Western Canada, Bought some 
farm land near Moose Jaw, Sask., on 
which he made a good living, but not 
a great deal of money.

He went to 
Montana, ‘but he did not find much 
prosperity there among the farmers 
and could obtain no work. He thén 
went to Minnesota and visited rela- 
tives in Brown and Redwood counties. 
He found no evidence of great pros- 
perity; the farms were heavily mort- 
gaged; work also difficult to obtain; 
there was a general feeling of discon- 
tent. He and his wife, therefore, de- 
cided, before what little money they 
had left was gone, to return to Can- 
ada and stay for the rest of their lives. 
Mrs. Hulskamp declares that in 
their poorest days in Canada they al- 
ways had enough to eat, suflicient 
clothes to wear, plenty of good friends 
and good schools for the children, ete.

‘Puddling the roots is an ancient and. > 


all-important practice in tree planting 
that is often more honored in the 
breach than in the observance, and it 
is well to remember that just. as soon 
as the bale of trees arrives fgom tho 
nursery it should be opened@-out and 
the roots dipped in a thick puddle of 
mud and water. This. keeps them 
moist and in good condition till they 
are planted im their permancnt situa- 
tion. The puddle can be made in a 
hole in the ground or in a pail, wood 
it is not convenient to plant f trees 
right away, ie., for a day or two, they 
should be puddled and heeled in the 
ground till they can be planted. Heel- 
ing in is a simple matter. A trench 
is opéned large enought to hold the 
roots comfortably. 
deep ecnough-—too often it is far too 
shallow. The roots of the puddled 
plants are laid in this singly, but close 
together and covered well with soil, 
which should be tramped firmly about 
the roots, a most important matter in 
a dry country. Many plants get their 
death sentences from faulty heeling 
in. 

Treated in this way they will keep 
for a week or two. At planting time 
they should be puddled again as soon 
as they are taken from the trench. 
The hole shouldbe larger than the 
spread of the roots, and deep enough 
for the tree to be about two inches 
deeper than it was before lifting.
